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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


September  30th,  1893. 

To  THE  LiBRAKY  COMMISSIONERS: 

Gentlemen, — To  conform  to  the  new  usage  of  the  other  Provincial 
Departments,  this  report  only  embraces  that  portion  of  the  year  inter- 
vening between  the  date  of  my  last  report  (Feb.  20),  and  the  30th  of 
September. 

The  total  number  of  books  acquired  between  these  dates  is  190, 
of  which  23  only  were  duplicates,  the  large  number  of  Dominion  and 
Provincial  duplicates  which  are  yearly  received  not  having  yet  begun 
to  arrive.  The  number  of  pamphlets  added  to  the  Library  within  the 
same  period  is  121.  A  minute  book  of  Dalhousie  College,  which  was 
entered  on  my  list  of  manuscripts,  has  been  surrendered  to  the  College. 

Kottenkamp's  '  History  of  Chivalry  and  Mediaeval  Armour,'* 
(translated  by  Lowry),  and  Anderson's  "  Life  of  Prince  Edward,  Duke 
of  Kent,"  have  disappeared  from  their  places  on  the  shelves. 

The  time  has  now  arrived  when  the  books  which  are  piled  in  the 
pamphlet-room  would  more  than  fill  the  unfilled  shelves  which  are 
reserved  (in  the  caucus-room)  for  those  accessions  that  most  impera- 
tively require  shelving. 

Appended  are  a  list  of  Donors,  and  a  Catalogue  of  books  supple- 
mentary to  that  of  1890.  In  this  Supplement  the  same  principles  and 
the  same  abbreviations  are  adopted  as  in  my  former  Catalogue.  For 
the  sake  of  brevity,  however,  the  numerous  cross-references  of  the 
Catalogue  of  1890  are  not  repeated,  but  are  to  be  understood  in  the 
Supplement.  Works  on  Gardening,  for  instance,  are  arranged  as 
before  under  Horticulture  ;  but  the  reader  is  not  again  referred 
from  the  former  to  the  latter  subject-heading,  as  he  was  in  the  Cata- 
logue of  1890.

Sir, — The  Library  Commissioners  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  add 
materially  to  what  is  said  in  the  Librarian's  Report  for  1897,  which 
is  herewith  submitted.  They  would,  however,  direct  special  atten- 
tion to  the  paragraph  in  that  report  dealing  with  the  congested  state 
of  the  Library,  and  would  repeat  the  arguments  and  statements 
respecting  that  subject,  which  are  to  be  found  in  their  reports  for 
the  years  1894  and  1896. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  arguments  in  favor  of 
the  erection  of  a  building  such  as  that  referred  to  in  the  report 
of  1894  are  probably  more  strengthened  by  the  greatly  increased 
necessity  for  an  accessible  and  properly  equipped  Provincial  Museum, 
arising  out  of  the  recent  development  of  the  business  of  mining,  than 
even  by  the  condition  of  things  described  in  the  last  paragraph 
of  the  Librarian's  Report.

'  LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


October  1st,  1897, 

To  THE  Library  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen, — The  accessions  of  the  past  year  are  276  books,  of 
which  142  are  duplicates,  144  pamphlets  and  6  short  manuscripts. 
Three  duplicate  books  and  seven  duplicate  county  maps  have 
been  given  by  due  authorization. — the  maps  to  the  Crown  Lands 
Department. 

Kottenkamp's  illustrated  History  of  Chivalry  and  Medioival 
Armour,  reported  in  1893  as  missing  from  its  place,  has  recently 
been  found. 

The  number  of  this  year's  accessions  has  been  lessened  by  the 
grant  of  $150  made  by  your  Board  to  diminish  my  expenses  on  the 
occasion  of  my  attendance  at  the  great  International  Library 
Conference  which  was  held  last  July  at  the  Guildhall  in  London. 
At  this  Conference  your  Librarian  had  the  honor  of  being  one  of 
•the  Vice-Presidents  and  of  reading  a  paper  by  invitation  of  the 
Committee. 

In  answer  to  a  recent  communication  of  mine,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Customs  has  ruled  that  this  Library  is  entitled  to  make 
free  entries  at  the  Custom  House,  as  a  public  library.  This 
decision  will  materially  increase  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
annual  grant  for  books. 

A  second  Supplement  to  the  Book  Catalogue  is  appended,  com- 
prising the  accessions  from  1894  to  1897,  inclusive.  In  this  supple- 
ment, as  in  the  former  one,  the  same  principles  and  the  same 
abbreviations  are  adopted  as  in  the  Catalogue  of  1890.  I  have  not, 
however,  thought  it  necessary  to  reprint  either  the  list  of  abbrevia- 
tions or  the  numerous  cross  references  of  the  Catalogue,  which  are 
accordingly  to  be  understood  in  this  Supplement  as  in  the  former 
one. 
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I  venture  to  renew  respectfully  my  repeated  statement  of  the 
congested  state  of  the  Library.  Every  new  book  that  demands 
a  place  in  the  main  Library  involves  a  study  in  shifting ;  some 
books  are  perforce  being  laid  on  those  standing  in  the  shelves  ; 
while  upstairs  whole  sets  are  placed  in  piles.  For  the  last  year 
or  two  we  have  been  forced  to  move  the  unbound  blue-books, 
when  superseded  by  bound  duplicates,  to  the  garret  of  the  build- 
ing. Should  the  Legislature  deevci  it  inexpedient  to  increase  our 
accommodation,  it  may  devolve  on  your  honorable  Board  to  con- 
sider whether  some  duplicates  and  other  volumes  that  could  best 
be  spared  should  be  presented  to  school  or  town  libraries  in  the 
Province,  or  in  what  other  way  the  congestion  should  be  eased 
with  least  loss  to  the  Legislature,  the  Historical  Society,  and 
those  of  the  public  who  use  the  Library.

Your  Honour : 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Legislative  Library  beg  to  present  the 
following  report  on  the  Library  for  the  year  1901. 

The  transference  of  the  scientific  books  to  the  Scientific  Library 
last  year  has  enlarged  the  capacity  of  the  Legislative  Library  for 
such  books  as  are  of  more  nse  in  it.  The  addition  of  another  room, 
at  the  same  time,  for  the  reception  of  newspapers,  has  still  further 
increased  the  general  accommodation  which  this  year  has  been  more 
satisfactory  to  those  using  it  than  ever  before. 

The  Librarian's  report  indicates  in  detail  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  volumes — 318  books  and  65  pamphlets.  It  also  points  out 
that  provision  must  soon  be  made  for  the  publication  of  a  new 
catalogue. 

We  are  of  opinion,  however,  that  no  new  catalogue  should  be 
printed  until  it  is  known  whether  the  division  of  the  scientific  books 
from  the  others  is  to  be  permanent,  and  whether  the  partnership  at 
present  existing  between  the  Government  and  the  Nova  Scotia 
Historical  Society  in  the  control  of  the  Library  cannot  be  terminated 
to  the  advantage  of  both. 

At  the  close  of  the  Provincial  fiscal  years  ending  on  the  30th  of 
September,  1900  and  1901,  balances  of  the  grants  voted  to  the  Library 
by  the  Legislature  remained  unexpended,  and  were  absorbed  into  the 
general  funds  of  the  Province. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  amount  of  the  said 
balances  be  added  to  the  vote  for  the  usual  sum  this  year,  so  that  the 
full  grants  may  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


December  31st,  1901. 

To  THE  Library  Commissioners  : 

GentlemElST,— Since  my  last  report  318  books  (of  which  110  were 
duplicates)  and  65  pamphlets  have  been  added  to  the  Library.  Font- 
enelle's  (Euvres  Diverses  (3  vols.,  La  Have,  1728)  are  missing,  while 
Hudson's  Journalism  in  the  United  States  and  Whitman's  American 
Genealogist,  which  were  previously  reported  lost,  have  been  found 
out  of  their  places. 

With  this  report  is  printed  a  Supplementary  Catalogue  of  the 
books  received  from  1898  to  1901,  inclusive.  Each  book  is  indexed 
under  the  name  of  its  author,  under  its  subject  or  subjects,  and,  with 
a  few  natural  exceptions  (indicated  in  the  Catalogue  of  1890),  under 
the  first  word  of  the  title.  This  is  probably  the  last  Supplement 
which  it  would  be  advisable  to  print,  as  a  new  edition  of  the  Catalogue 
will  be  desirable  in  a  very  few  years.  In  this  new  edition  the 
pamphlets,  which  have  been  indexed  on  a  different  and  cruder  plan, 
should  be  incorporated  with  the  books,  by  authors  and  subjects.  But 
this  will  be  a  long  and  dusty  task,  and,  that  the  labour  and  the 
necessary  closing  of  the  Library  might  not  prove  futile,  it  should  first 
be  maturely  considered  and  decided  whether  the  books  transferred 
last  year  to  the  Science  Library  are  or  are  not  to  remain  there  per- 
manently.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


Legislative  Library, 

31st  December,  1907. 

To  THE  Library  Commissioners  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report 
concerning  the  Legislative  and  Historical  Society  Libraries  for  the 
year  1907. 

Annexed  hereto  is  a  catalogue  of  the  additions  to  the  Library 
received  between  1902  and  1907,  both  inclusive.  This  catalogue  is 
prepared  alphabetically  under  the  names  of  the  authors,  the  subject 
or  subjects,  and  the  titles.  It  is  hoped  that  this  catalogue  will  render 
the  use  of  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Library  much  more  easily 
available.  Pamphlets  have  not  been  included  in  the  catalogue,  as  the 
practice  has  been  to  enter  them  in  a  separate  list.  As  the  pamphlets 
are  very  frequently  consulted,  a  more  complete  and  better  arranged 
catalogue  would  probably  be  found  very  useful.  The  work  of 
cataloguing  and  arranging  the  pamphlets  would,  no  doubt,  be  tedious, 
and  would  entail  a  large  amount  of  labour,  but  the  number  of 
inquiries  for  them,  and  the  number  of  readers  who  consult  them, 
would  seem  to  justify  the  work  and  any  extra  expenditure  involved. 

During  the  year  263  books,  43  of  which  (almost  all  Government 
publications)  were  duplicates,  and  162  pamphlets  have  been  added  to 
the  Library.  The  additions  are  mostly  modern  publications  and  none 
call  for  special  mention. 

At  the  end  of  the  yesir  the  books  in  the  Library  were  carefully 
counted,  and  at  this  date  the  number  is  16,595,  of  which  about  1500 
are  duplicates.    These  figures  do  not  include  pamphlets. 

The  method  of  preparing  and  arranging  the  card  catalogue  fol- 
lowed for  many  years  has  been  continued.  The  consequence  is  that 
there  are  now  separate  card  catalogues  for  the  original  printed 
catalogue,  and  for  each  of  the  four  supplements.  By  a  moderate 
expenditure  one  card  catalogue  covering  the  whole  Library  could  be 
prepared  which  would,  in  a  great  measure,  take  the  place  of  the 
printed  catalogue  and  the  supplements.  It  would  also  make  the 
preparation  of  a  complete  printed  catalogue  a  much  easier  matter. 

I  also  beg  leave  to  refer  again  to  the  statements  in  my  last  annual 
report  as  to  the  necessity  for  a  new  printed  catalogue. 

A  list  of  donors  to  the  Library  is  appended. 

A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  in  connection  with 
the  Library  up  to  the  30th  September,  1907,  is  furnished  herewith.

To  THE  Library  Commissioners  : 

Gextlemen  : — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  Report 
t3onceming  the  Legislative  and  Historical  Society  Libraries  for  the 
vear  1911 : 

Annexed  hereto  is  a  catalogue  of  the  additions  to  the  Library 
during  the  years  1908  to  1911,  both  inclusive.  In  the  preparation  of 
this  catalogue  the  general  scheme  of  preceding  catalogues  has  been 
followed,  but  with  the  addition  of  more  frequent  cross-references  it 
is  hoped  that  this  portion  of  the  Library  will  be  more  easily  available. 

Pamphlets  have  not  been  included  in  the  catalogue.  The  pamph- 
lets in  the  Library  are  being  more  and  more  consulted  and  inquired 
for,  and  as  there  is  no  classified  catalogue  of  them  it  is  difficult  to 
render  them  as  useful  as  they  should  be.  I  beg  to  repeat  the  recom- 
mendation contained  in  former  reports  as  to  the  necessity  of  a  com- 
j)lete  catalogue  of  the  pamphlets  prepared  on  the  same  system  as 
the  Library  catalogue.

During  the  year  the  catalogue  of  the  Akins'  Library  has  been 
completed  and  is  now  available  for  reference.  This  work  has  been 
done  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  isTova  Scotia  Histori- 
cal Society  who  will  no  doubt  report  to  you  direct.  Annexed  hereto 
are  the  regulations  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Akins'  Library  relat- 
ing to  this  collection. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  for  the  year  have  been  370  books, 
of  which  80  are  duplicates,  and  979  pamphlets.  A  list  of  the  doners 
to  the  Library  is  appended. 

A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  in  connection  with 
the  Library  up  to  September  30th,  1911,  duly  audited,  is  furnished 
herewith.

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BY-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE 
AK[NS'  LIBRARY 

(1)  All  the  books,  pampHets,  manuscripts,  maps  and  other 
printed  documents  constituting  the  library  bequeathed  by  the  late 
Thomas  Beamish  Akins,  Esquire,  D.  C.  L.,  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Legislative  Library,  at  Halifax,  and  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all 
other  books  and  printed  and  written  manuscript  documents,  in  a 
room  approved  by  the  Trustees,  on  shelves  bearing  the  name  ^^Akins' 
Library"  •  and  every  book  in  the  collection  shall  bear  a  suitable  book- 
plate designating  it  as  belonging  to  the  Akins'  Library,  and  every 
pamphlet,  manuscript,  map  or  other  document  shall  bear  such  mark 
for  identification  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  Trustees  and  the 
Council  of  the  IsTova  Scotia  Historical  Society. 

(2)  Manuscripts,  and  especially  rare  books  and  maps,  shall  be 
kept  under  lock  and  key  and  v^ith  such  other  special  precautions  for 
their  safety  as  may  be  considered  advisable. 

(3)  All  books  and  other  printed  or  written  documents  shall  be 
kept,  properly  classified,  on  the  shelves,  according  to  some  one  of  the 
recognized  systems  of  library  classification;  and  a  proper  and  full 
author  and  subject  catalogue  of  the  same  shall  be  kept  by  the  Librar- 
ian, as  well  as  a  check-list  thereof,  with  which  the  books  and  other 
documents  shall  be  checked  at  least  once  a  year. 

(4)  The  books  and  other  printed  and  written  documents  may 
be  consulted  on  the  days  and  at  the  hours  during  which  the  Legisla- 
tive Library  is  usually  open  for  consultation. 

(5)  Any  responsible  person  shall  be  entitled  to  consult  the 
bookvS  and  other  printed  and  written  documents  under  the  rules 

.  herein  laid  down. 

(G)  The  Librarian  shall  be  responsible  for  the  custody  and 
safety  of  the  books  and  other  printed  and  writt^en  documents,  and 
any  person  wishing  to  consult  the  same  shall  make  application  to 
that  official. 

(7)  No  person  other  than  the  Librarian  shall  have  access  to 
the  room  or  shelves  in  and  on  which  the  books  and  other  documents 
are  stx)red. 
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(8)  No  bookj  pamphlet,  manuscript  or  map  shall  he  taken  away 
from  the  Library,  and  the  same  shall  be  consulted  by  readers  only 
in  the  Keading  Room  of  the  Legislative  Library.  On  a  reader 
finishing  with  the  book,  or  the  printed  or  written  document,  he  shall 
return  it  to  the  Librarian,  who  shall  immediately  restore  it  to  its 
place  on  the  shelves  in  the  room  where  the  'Akins'  Library  is  kept. 

(9)  Manuscript  and  especially  rare  books  shall  be  consulted 
under  such  special  regulations  as  the  circumstances  of  each  case  may 
in  the  Librarian's  judgment  require. 

(10)  'No  reader  shall  damage,  write  or  make  any  marks  upon 
any  book,  or  other  printed  or  written  document  belonging  to  the 
Library;  nor  shall  he  lay  thereon  the  paper  on  which  he  may  be 
writing. 

(11)  If  any  book  or  other  printed  or  written  document  be 
defaced  or  otherwise  injured,  the  same  shall  be  replaced  by  another 
copy  or  the  full  value  thereof.  Readers  shall  call  the  Librarian's 
attention  to  any  defect  or  damage  in  books  they  are  using. 

(12)  When  a  book  requires  binding  or  repairs,  the  Librarian 
shall,  if  the  book  is  ordered  to  be  bound  and  repaired,  take  special 
precautions  that  the  work  is  done  without  delay  and  the  volume 
promptly  returned  to  the  Library.  In  the  event  of  an  especially 
rare  work  requiring  binding  or  repairs,  the  Libarian  shall  see  that 
it  is  returned,  if  possible,  each  night  to  the  Library  for  safe  keeping, 
during  the  intervals  of  the  progress  of  the  work.  Books  and  pamph- 
lets shall  not  have  their  edges  trimmed  by  the  binder,  and  pamphlets 
when  bound  shall  retain  the  original  wrapper  or  paper  covers.
